from acquiring information on any 
t concerning which 
ah# is 
curious. 
She naturally takes ad­ 
vantage of the situation and has 
accordingly become the girl 
she 
is. 
This early maturity, Miss Lee 
declared, has led to sex irregulari­ 
ties at an earlier age. 
A generation ago the 
women 
who needed the assistance of res­ 
cue missions were old enough to 
know better,” Miss Lee said. “They 
were usually beyond the age 
of 


consent. 
Now we often get grade 
school girls, 13 to 14 years old.” 
Miss Lee believes, however, that 
where the modern girl 
is 
given 
proper, sympathetic guidance, there 
is every reason to believe she will 
develop into a fine type of wo­ 
manhood. 
The fact that the modern girl 
knows more than her mother knew 
at twice her age, does not mean 
the girl of today is less fine,” Ad­ 
jutant Lee said. “With her sophis­ 
tication have come, of course, many 
more temptations. 
That 
she 
is 
able to resist them in the manner 
she does is indication of her char­ 
acter. The girls who fall today are 
no more numerous than they have 
always been, and, whatever 
the 
civilization standards, 
there will 
always be the unfortunate 
ones 
who find it impossible 
to 
resist 
temptation.” 
Miss Lee believes that the cour­ 
age and self reliance which 
her 
own freedom gives hef, will en- 
ablf the modern girl to furnish the 
stepping stone to a higher quality 
of mankind.

Smashing Blow at 
Prosecution 


EXCLUSION OF 
LETTER ASKED 


Legal Attack On The 
Government’s Case 
Launched Today 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
26. _ 
(A P)—The defense 
in the Fall- 
Doheny oil conspiracy trial thrust 
repeatedly today at the very heart 
of the case government attorneys 
are trying to build 
up against 
Edward L. Doheny and Albert B. 
Fall. 
Not only did the defense attor­ 
neys demand that the court me 
elude the testimony given before 
the senate oil committtee, relied 
upon by the prosecution to show 
that $100,000 passed between the 
oil man and the then secretary of 
the interior, 
but they 
made 
a 
smashing attack upon the whole 
government plan of campaign. 
Arguing in the absence of the 
iury, Frank J. Hogan, counsel for 
Doheny, said that although the 
defendants were indicted for con- 
«piracy to execute two contracts 
and one oil land 
lease, 
between 
July 1, 1921, and 
December 
11, 
1922, the prosecution had npt con­ 
fined itself to evidence based on 
action in that period. 
He read statutes in support of 
His contention that the law requir­ 
ed a trial proceedure, which estab- 
ished the alleged conspiracy by 
one overt act before the offer of 
circumstantial evidence was made. 
Hogan likewise argued for ex­ 
clusion of a letter from Fall to 
the senate committee, December 6, 
1923, in which the $100,000 trans­ 
action was touched upon. 
Frank J. Hogan began for 
the 
defense with a review of the sen­ 
ate act:on, which culminated in 
the oil committee investigation, 
read from the printed record of 
! ie senate hearings touching the 
$100,000 transaction, 
which des­ 
cribed as “Mr. Doheny'* testimony 
resumed.” ,

Fanners, farmers’ daughters, farmers’ sons are 
drifting away from the farm, going to the cities 
where there is more toMbe had than a dreary life 
of the farm, getting a substantial income for the 
work they are doing. 
Speaking of the situation the Selma Times- 
Journal finds the following: 
According to some 
interesting 
statistics 
promulgated by the U. S. department of agri­ 
culture American girls are following or at 
least desire to follow the boys to the cities. 
Questionaires sent out by 
the 
department 
show that only 4.3 per cent of girls and boys 
now dwelling in rural communities 
prefer 
farming as their life work. An unusual fea­ 
ture of the answers is that they come from 
hoys and girls who are already listed as mem­ 
bers of agricultural clubs. These figures and 
percentages certainly indicate that the work 
does not inspire the young people to follow 
pursuits in which they are now for a time en­ 
listed, 
■ ■ ■* ' 
It has been noted for sometime that there 
is-a steady flow of young women into 
the 
cities, even showing a stronger propensity to 
get away from their rural environment than 
do the young men. Since womfen have found 
opportunities in business and professional life, 
the girls from the farm have flocked to town 
to get jobs. It is a fact that a large percent­ 
age of the girls in offices, in stores, in fac­ 
tories and other 
establishments 
employing 
women, originated on the farms. * Girls have 
even a greater incentive for leaving 
their 
country homes and taking up life in the cities 
than have the boys. The female of the species 
today is dead set against doing housework, 
and the ambition of the average young wom­ 
an is to find some way to dodge housekeeping.
